“T find no authority to support 
this contention,” said Justice Hecht 
in a four-page statement.

Included in 
those rights were th. common law 
prerogatives of changing his name 
without resorting to a judicial pro- 
ceeding.” 

The ruling pointed out that it 
was clearly established that Johan- 
mes Steel has been known by that 
mame socially, professionally and 
for business purposes for a number 
of years. 


„Although he used the name of 
Herbert Steel and Herbert Johan- 
nes Steel from time to time, no 
doubt or confusion whatever exists 
as to identity,” said the Judge. 


Hyman N. Glickstein, attorney for

Dambroff noted 
that both in its foreign and labor 
policies, the Truman Administra- 
tion, which is the Democratic lead- 


ership, often took a course not in 
harmony with the democratic, pro- 
gressive attitudes of the people of 
the East Side. 

3. An ALP victory would greatly 
strengthen the political influence 
and prestige of labor throughout 
the country. 

The district, while progressive, 
is a Democratic stronghold. Well 
over half the registered voters are 
enrolled Democrats. The ALP en- 
rollment is only a small proportion 
of the Democratic enrollment, 
though relatively high compared 
with the city as a whole, 

The Democrats have become 
alarmed by the Steel candidacy and 
are working hard to pull out their 
voters. As a result the probability 
is that as many as 50 percent of 
the registered voters may come out, 
an unusually high proportion for a 
by-election, In that case Steel would 
need 17,000 or more votes to win.
